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Appeal 
on hall 
poll Is 
rejected 


A LAST-ditch call for a 
referendum on a £1.2 million 
scheme to refurbish a civic 
hall has been rejected. 

Long-awaited work on New¬ 
market’s Memorial Hall is due to 
start next week and should be 
completed around the end of June 
next year. 

But Cllr Jonathan Richer asked this 
week for the work to be delayed to 
allow a referendum. 

His plea was not supported by the 
town council, which heard that holding 
a referendum would cost £17,000. 

An alternative of holding a parish 
poll would cost £4,500 which Cllr Mick 
Jefferys, the mayor, said was equivalent

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to one per cent on the town council’s 
tax. 

Cllr Richer said: “If we want to put 
the people of Newmarket £1.2 million 
in debt we should ask their opinion 
first.” 

He said the work should be delayed 
for “a month or two” to allow the poll to 
be held. The council is borrowing up to 
£1.1 million to pay for the work on the 
hall which is also the council’s head¬ 
quarters. The interest repayments on 
the initial borrowing of £1 million have 
pushed up the council tax.

Obesity in district is 
highest across county 


OBESITY is more of a problem 
in the Forest Heath district 
than in the rest of Suffolk, 
according to a new report. 

Nearly 20 per cent of the district’s 
population was classed as obese or 
mortally obese in 2008-9, according to 
annual public health report compiled 
by NHS Suffolk. 

The average for the county was 15.7 
per cent but the district’s obesity rate 
was higher than any other district or 
borough council areas. 

But, strangely, people living in 
Forest Heath - including Newmarket 
and Mildenhall - were better at 
healthy eating. 
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In 2008 and 2009, 44.7 per cent of 
people aged 16 years and over 
reported consuming five portions of 
fruit and vegetables on five to seven 
days per week. 

This was higher than the 43.6 per 
cent average for the NHS Suffolk area. 

The report also shows that people 
are living longer in Forest Heath. 

In the past 17 years deaths among 
men aged under 75 decreased by 30.4 
per cent and deaths among women 
aged under 75 decreased by 32.1 per 
cent. 


In Forest Heath the average life 
expectancy of men is 79 and women 
on average live to 84. 

Dr Peter Bradley, public health 
director of NHS Suffolk and Suffolk 
County Council, said: “Suffolk is 
already a healthy county. Over the last 
decade life expectancy has continued 
to increase to an average of 79.4 years 
for men and 83.4 years for women. 

“However, there is still a 12-year 
difference between electoral wards 
with the highest life expectancy and 
the (average) life expectancy in 
Suffolk. 

“In Forest Heath there have been a 
number of initiatives to further 
encourage healthy lifestyles. The 


Health Enhancement Rewards 
Scheme (HERS) has been a 
particularly successful partnership 
that has seen one to one support 
given to pregnant women in Brandon 
to encourage them to quit smoking.” 

Teenage pregnancies in the district 
are also falling. Between 1998-200 and 
2005-7 the pregnancy rates for teens 
fell by 4.5 per cent. 

The report has been compiled 
following work carried out by the 
University Campus Suffolk, the 
Suffolk borough and district councils, 
the county council, NHS and 
voluntary organisations.

Other winners on the night 
included a new building at 
Kimbolton School, which won the 
Education & Healthcare category, 
the Garden Court at St Catharine’s 
College, in Cambridge, which won 
the Residential award, 
and Creative Exchange, the St 
Neots arts centre, which shared 


the Workspace award with Dalham 
Hall Stud. 

Peter Goodwin, the chairman of 
the jury, said. “Of all the wide 
variety of buildings in the Spirit of 
Ingenuity Awards, the Dalham Hall 
Stud headquarters represented the 
most consistent marriage of 
architectural concept, site 
execution, and very high quality 
maintenance by the client’s estate 
management team.

Forest Heath District 
Council refused a grant 
towards the work. 

But the town council has 
just had confirmation that it 
will get £72,000 “planning 
gain” cash paid by Tesco 
when its Newmarket store 
was extended more than five 
years ago. 

The cash has been released 
after lengthy talks between 
the district council, Tesco and 
the town council. 

The town council is also 
hoping that the project could 
benefit from some cash 
deposited by Waitrose when 
its store was built. 

In addition the town 
council is pursuing grants 
from other bodies. 

Staff will be moving out of 
the hall at the end of this week 
to the Coach House in Palace 
House Stables which the town 
council is renting from Forest 
Heath for nine months. 

The district council is 
giving a £10,000 grant to the 
town council towards the cost 
of the rent. 

Meetings will be held at the 
Coach House from Monday. 

For the next month 
contractors will be inspecting 
the hall to assess whether the 
project can be carried out as 
planned with the work 
starting in November.

The first seminar is 
intended to establish the 
Newmarket Economic Dev¬ 
elopment Forum which 
would continue to work 
towards the aims of 
increasing the town’s 
prosperity while protecting 
its heritage. 
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Housing group lodges 
appeal over garages plan 


AN appeal has been 
lodged over controversial 
plans to demolish 41 
lock-up garages and 
replace them with four 
bungalows for disabled 
people. 

Flagship Housing 
Group lodged the appeal 
over its plans to build the 
bungalows off Millbank, 
Newmarket, when the 
time limit for a council 
decision on the scheme 
expired. 

Members of Forest 
Heath District Council 
had previously indicated 
that they intended to 
refuse planning per¬ 
mission - for the second 
time - on the grounds 
that insufficient new 
parking spaces would be 
provided for residents 


which would result in 
more on-street parking 
in an area which is 
already packed with 
vehicles. 

People living near the 
lock-up garages were 
among the opponents of 
the scheme which had 
been modified after a 
previous rejection by 
councillors on the 
planning committee. 

An appeal was lodged 
by John Peecock, 
Flagship’s planning 
consultant, once the 
time-limit of eight weeks 
had passed. 

The planning com¬ 
mittee subsequently 
indicated that they 
would have refused 
permission in any case. 

The councillors’ dec¬ 


ision was against the 
advice of council plan¬ 
ners who said the 
scheme was acceptable. 

Now the council and 
Flagship are waiting to 
hear whether a planning 
inspector will stage a 
hearing to consider each 
side’s views. 

Flagship has argued 
that the site is needed to 
provide homes for 
people currently being 
cared for through the 
health service. 

The housing organ¬ 
isation has pointed out 
that Suffolk County 
Council road experts 
have said they have no 
objection to the scheme 
on road safety, parking 
or access grounds.

THE switch to digital television will be 
highlighted at an exhibition at Newmarket 
racecourse on Saturday and is open to 
race-goers at the Cambridgeshire 
meeting. 

Viewers who have not switched to 
digital TV equipment will lose their 
service early next year when analogue 
signals are no longer transmitted. 

Regional electrical company Hughes, 
which has a branch in Newmarket High 
Street, is staging the exhibition at the 
Millennium Grandstand at the Rowley 
Mile racecourse to show the latest 
products available to maintain TV viewing 
and enhance it with 3D equipment. 

Bob Saucier, Hughes marketing 
director, said: “The digital switchover is a 
very real and imminent event that will 
affect the Sandy Heath transmission area 
and eventually, the whole country.

Bus commuters slam 
service as a ‘shambles’

ANGRY commuters 
have complained to 
their MP about what 
they have described as 
the “shambles” of a bus 
service. 

Passengers who use the 
Stagecoach service between 
Newmarket and Cambridge 
want South-East Cambridge¬ 
shire MP Jim Paice to 
intervene in a six-month 
dispute with the company. 

A petition signed by nearly 
100 people was sent to the 
company earlier this year 
after timetable changes. 

Despite weekly exchanges 
of emails with managing 
director Andy Campbell with 
complaints about “lost” 
buses, leaky buses and 
standing on single-decker 
buses, they remain 
dissatisfied. 

The complaints centre on 
the 11 and 12 routes that 
operate between Newmarket 
and Cambridge. 

Sue Northwood, 52, from 
Cheveley, uses the buses daily 
to get to work in Cambridge. 

She said: “I’ve been using 
the buses for six years and the 
service is worse than it’s ever 
been. 

“It’s a complete shambles. 
The timetable was altered to 
suit Stagecoach - not the 
passengers. We have just had 
enough.” 

Paul Russell, 53, from 
Isleham, another daily user of 
the buses, said: “One of our 
big concerns is safety. They 
have put single-decker buses 
on at times which means

there are people standing. 

“Although Mr Campbell 
told us the buses were 
licensed to have people 
standing, passengers who are 
standing are at risk of serious 
injury or death if the bus has 
to stop suddenly while 
travelling at 50mph. 

“There should be a double- 
decker on the service at peak 
times.” 

Mr Campbell said: “We 
have changed some services 


because they were not 
commercially viable.” 

But he said the timetable 
had been “adjusted” after a 
meeting with Mrs Northwood 
and Mr Russell earlier this 
year and he promised that a 
double-decker would be 
allocated to the routes at 
peak times. 

On one occasion a driver 
took a single-decker out by 
mistake and on another 
occasion a single-decker was 


at Drummer Street bus station, in

used because of maintenance 
work on a double-decker 
which would have been 
assigned to the service. 

He said: “99 per cent of the 
time it runs with a double- 
decker. We can’t magic buses 
out of thin air, but we have 
responded to what we’ve 
been asked for.” 

He said he would be willing 
to have a further meeting 
with Mrs Northwood and Mr 
Russell to discuss the issues.

Traders warned 
on needle limit 


CHEMISTS may be asked 
to limit the number of 
needles they give out to 
drug addicts after 
complaints about drug- 
related equipment being 
dumped in public places. 

Traders in Newmarket’s 
Guineas centre have been given a 
warning about discarded needles 
and the issue was raised at this 
week’s town council meeting. 

Cllr Peter Hulbert said he had 
found packaging for around 10 
needles discarded on the town’s 
“Yellow Brick Road” footpath, 
near Noel Murless Drive. 

He said: “They didn’t have 
needles in them, but it’s a bit of a 
worry.” 

Sgt Mark Shipton of the 
Newmarket police safer 
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neighbourhood team, said: 
“There has been an increase in 
needles found around the town 
and we are aware of it. 

“We are looking at working with 
the chemists who provide the 
needle exchange. Some boxes 
contain up to 30 needles which is 
a lot. 

“We will be discussing whether 
it can be limited to around half a 
dozen given out at any one time." 

He said anyone finding 
discarded needles should report it 
to the police or Forest Heath 
District Council so they can be 
disposed of safely. 

Sgt Shipton reported a drop in 
anti-social behaviour in the town 
with 212 fewer crimes reported 


compared to the same time last 
year. 

There had also been a drop of 
about five offences of violence. 

But he said vehicle crime and 
criminal damage were up on last 
year’s figures. 

He told the town council that 
next month’s SNT tasking 
meeting - when priorities are set 
for the team - would be the last in 
the current format. 

The meetings are due to be 
held every three months in future. 
But they will take place in the 
evening, instead of the day time 
when they are currently held, in 
the hope that more residents and 
business people will attend. 

“We want the public of 
Newmarket and Exning to come 
and tell us what they feel are the 
problems in their areas,” he said.

change in boats route 
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VILLAGERS have wel¬ 
comed a change in the 
route taken by large 
boats which are trans¬ 
ported to the coast by 
road. 

The ocean-going cruisers 
are moved by road from the 
builders, Fairline, in Oundle, 
near Peterborough, to the 
Haven Marina at Ipswich 
passing through Cambridge 
and Newmarket. 

Until recently they have 
been moved, after an 
overnight stop at Quy just 
outside Cambridge, through 
the Swaffhams, Burwell and 
Exning before negotiating 
Newmarket’s Clocktower 
junction to join the A14 at 
Kentford. 

Bridge restrictions on the 
A14 mean that the lorry 
carrying the boat must use 
minor roads between 
Cambridge and Newmarket. 

Now the boats, which have 
a police escort as well as BT 
workers in the convoy to help 
move any overhead telephone 
cables, are taking a more 
direct route between Quy and 
Newmarket using the A1303 
past Bottisham and travelling 
along the length of 
Newmarket High Street. 

It means that the lorry and 
its outsize load passes 
through Newmarket before 
9 am. 

Up to three boats a month 
pass through Newmarket on a 
special low-loader lorry from 
Norwich-based Abbey 
Transport. 

Ian Lancaster, Suffolk 
police’s abnormal load co¬ 
ordinator, said the switch

from the previously des¬ 
ignated route was made when 
it was established that the 
weight of the boats was not 
“excessive”. 

He said: “At the moment it’s 
working very well. The only 
issue might be when the 
Christmas lights are up in 
Newmarket High Street which 


might mean we will have to go 
back to the other route.” 

Jim Gilbert, clerk to Exning 
Parish Council, said there had 
previously been complaints 
from residents about cars 
being “bounced” out of the 
way and of overhanging trees 
being cut down to allow the 
boats to pass. 


He said the transport com¬ 
pany now sent an email warn¬ 
ing when the boats were going 
to pass through the village. 

“I’m still getting the emails, 
so I’m not sure whether this 
change is permanent. But if it 
is I’m sure people in the 
village will be pleased,” he 
said.

Many NHS staff

Sir, Your readers as well as our 
members (whose jobs are potentially 
at risk pending cutbacks by central 
government) will be alarmed at 
disclosures about NHS bosses’ pay. 

It is clearly not acceptable for huge 
increases to be paid to already well 
paid staff, when (a) we are in the 
middle of a recession; (b) jobs are 
being lost by taxpayers; and (c) many 
staff remaining in work face the 
prospect of a pay freeze. 

Additionally the public sector is 
being faced with an onslaught by a 
zealous right wing press, that loathes 
its very existence, and criticises it at 
every opportunity. So what if a few 
public servants earn more than our 
Prime Minister? They are far 
outweighed by the thousands who 
earn less than a tenth of the PM’s 
salary’s nominal value, and the far 
too many who earn around 1 per 
cent of its real value, when all his 
other benefits are taken into account. 
Our care services were not perfect 
under the last government, but they 
were significantly better than those 
Blair inherited in 1997.

CCTV decision 
draws praise 
and volunteers 


SHOPKEEPERS and busi¬ 
ness owners are “thrilled” 
after plans to scrap live 
CCTV monitoring in Soham 
and Ely were dropped. 

Elaine Griffin-Singh, chairman 
of the Ely Traders’ Association, said 
the feedback from traders since 
the news has been “overwhelm¬ 
ing”.

Cllr Griffin-Singh said: 
“Everyone really is thrilled with the 
news. 

“By moving the system to Ely we 
believe all shops and businesses 
are going to get a much better 
system. 

“Local knowledge is vital when it 
comes to CCTV and to have people 
watching it so close to home is a 
huge bonus. 

“The feedback I have had from 
traders since they heard the news 
is quite overwhelming.” 

As part of the new system, CCTV 
coverage will be shifted from 
Cambridge to Ely police station, 
where officers and fully-trained 
volunteers can monitor screens. 

All four authorities believe it will 
provide a more localised, accurate 
and effective service. 


And already, 10 people have 
been in touch interested about 
monitoring. 

More volunteers are now being 
urged to come forward. 

Inspector Andy Bartlett, Ely’s 
sector inspector, said: “We literally 
want to hear from people from all 
walks of life. 

“Anyone who is interested in 
monitoring the CCTV should get in 
touch. 

“People will have to go through a 
four-day public service 
surveillance course, interviews and 
CRB checks as this is an extremely 
sophisticated and professional 
service. 

“Similar systems in Sudbury and 
other areas have proved to be 
extremely successful and we are 
confident this will be the case in 
East Cambridgeshire.” 

If successful, the new system 
could be rolled out to Littleport.

Services savings 
plan ‘dangerous’ 


A COUNCIL'S bid to save 
money by passing services to 
companies, community 
groups and charities has come 
under fire. 

Suffolk County Council has agreed 
a policy of “divesting” itself of some 
functions as part of a new “strategic 
direction”. 

The move, taken in advance of next 
month’s expected Government 
announcement of a 30 per cent cut in 
council finance, will mean job cuts at 
the council. 

But at this stage no details have 
been given about where the cuts will 
be made. 

Dave Prentis, general secretary of 
the council workers union UNISON, 
said: “This is not the way to run 
council services. There will be no 
democratic accountability. 

“Leaving vital services like child 
protection, home care and support

for young people to the vagaries of 
the market is very dangerous. 

“Services will be sold off to the 
lowest bidder, starting a race to the 
bottom. People using local services, 
and those working to provide them, 
will pay the price.” 

The council’s leading Conservative 
group has spoken of transferring 
some functions to “social enterprise” 
organisations - which could be run 
by former council staff - as well as 
charities and other organisations. 

Cllr feremy Pembroke, the council 
leader, said: “This decision was made 
with consideration to the financial 
deficit in the public sector and the 
Coalition Government’s priority to 
reduce the deficit and the size of the 
state. The Coalition requires lesser 
government and a bigger society, and 


Suffolk County Council has 
responded to this change.” 

But the council’s Green group 
leader Cllr Andrew Stringer described 
it as a “Dad’s Army” way of running 
services. 

Cllr Colin Noble, who represents 
the Rowheath division covering 
villages in the Mildenhall and 
Newmarket area, said the comment 
was unfair as many charities such as 
Age UK were “very professional”. 

Cllr Noble, the council’s portfolio 
holder for adult and community 
services, said: “The money we save 
will be used to buffer the people of 
Suffolk some of the cuts that are 
coming.” 

Cllr Lisa Chambers, who represents 
Newmarket and Red Lodge and is the 
council’s portfolio holder for waste, 
said: “I think it is quite exciting for the 
community because it will give them 
more control and more chance of a 
say in the services they want.”

Street Representatives is 
being piloted in Sawston,

Stephanie Clements, 
Street Reps co-ordinator, 
will pass the details to 
councils, the police, and 
other authorities, and report 
back on progress. 


Her role has been funded 
for one year from a Gov¬ 
ernment allocation follow¬ 
ing a joint bid from the 
district councils in South 
Cambs, East Cambs and 
Huntingdonshire. 

She has already been in 
contact with churches, 
schools, youth groups, and 


parish councils, and said 
the response so far had 
been “extremely good”. 
Stephanie works one day a 
week at each of the three 
councils. 

Soham has been chosen 
as the pilot location for the 
scheme in East Cambridge¬ 
shire.

when he was initially charged 
with attempted murder for 
trying to drown a previous 
girlfriend in the bath. 

He subsequently admitted 
assault and was given a two- 
month prison sentence. 

But Collins’ solicitor Claire 
Lockwood said he disputed 
the details of the Swedish 
offence and contended that 
the incident had only been a 
push. 

Miss Lockwood made a plea 
for Collins to be given a 
community sentence with 
supervision by the probation 
service. 

She said he had lost his 
home and his job as a result of 
the incident because he 
worked for his girlfriend’s 
father. She said he did not 
know his girlfriend was 
pregnant at the time. 

But Judge Cooper told 


Collins: “You have a record of 
violence and I think enough is 
enough.” 

In addition to the jail 
sentence Collins was made 
the subject of a restraining 
order to prevent him from 
contacting the woman except 
through solicitors. 

Nikki Miller, prosecuting, 
said Collins’ girlfriend had 
subsequently retracted her 
complaint about the incident 
on August 4. 

She said the woman told 
police she had been drinking 
at the time and was emotional 
because she was six-weeks 
pregnant with their second 
child. 

Mrs Miller said the assault 
happened when they got back 
home after going for a drive to 
try to get their baby son to 
sleep. 

There was an argument 
after the woman complained 
about the speed that Collins 
was driving.

Father of two stole

P ALE, tired and 
plagued by 
pains in his 
legs, Sebastian 
Ockwell-Smith could 
barely put one foot 
in front of the other. 

Aged 7, he was on 
holiday with his family at 
Disneyland Paris; he 
should have been having 
the time of his life. But, 
tearful, aching and 
exhausted, he was too 
weak to walk round the 
theme park: instead, he 
had to be pushed round 
in his baby sister’s buggy 
“To start with I did the 
typical mum thing,” 
remembers his mother 
Sarah. “I said 'Stop being 
so lazy. You’re 7 years old - 
just walk and stop 
whinging’. But, by the end 
of our stay, I was really 
worried... 


“Looking back at the 
photos you can see there 
was something wrong: he 
was so pale and had huge 
dark circles under his 
eyes. He’s always been 
slim but he’d got really 
skinny - you could 
actually see his ribs.” 

Soon after returning 
from holiday, Sebastian, 
now 8, was diagnosed 
with coeliac disease. An 
autoimmune condition- 
which causes the body to 
attack itself, eating away 
at the intestines - it’s 
triggered by gluten, a

protein found in all 
manner of everyday 
foods, from bread and 
cakes to pasta and cereals. 

“When we got the 
diagnosis I felt awful, 
really upset,” recalls 
Sarah, from Saffron 
Walden, who also has 
three younger children. 
“I’d spent years trying to 
fatten him up, feeding 
him homemade cakes 
and lasagne, which he 
loves. But all those things 
are full of gluten - so 
everything I’d given him 
was like poison.” 

Coeliac disease is 
relatively common: one in 
100 people in the UK are 
thought to have the 
condition. But awareness 
of coeliac disease remains 
remarkably low; of that 
one in 100, only 12.5 per 
cent have actually been 
diagnosed. 

“That’s the main reason 
I wanted to do this 
interview: to raise 
awareness,” says Sarah. “It 
would just be really nice 
to go into any restaurant 
and find gluten-free 
options on the menu; not 
just hippie dishes full of 
lentils, filings like sausage 
and chips that a little boy 
would enjoy. 

“When I ask for a burger 
without a bun - and 


specify that it can’t be a 
burger that’s just been 
taken out of the bun, 
because there will still be 
crumbs on it -1 do get 
some very strange looks. 
People often treat you as if 
you’re weird and 
incredibly fussy. 

“But the risk of 
contamination is very 
high. A single crumb of 
gluten would trigger an 
immune response in 
Sebastian: it would give 
him stomach ache, an 
upset tummy and it 
would set his health back 
six months.” 

Sarah and her husband 
Ian married in 2000 and, 
after ‘a couple of years of 
money and free time’, 
decided to start a family. 
Sebastian was born in 
2002 and, weighing in at 
101b, was a happy and 
healthy baby. 

Sarah breast-fed for the 
first 20 weeks of 
Sebastian’s life. During 
that time he continued to 
thrive. But then, when the 
time came to wean, his 
weight gain began to tail 
off. 

“By the time he was six 
months old, he was the 
smallest of all the babies 
we knew,” remembers 
Sarah, who has 
subsequently trained in 
hypno-birthing and 
become a professional 
doula (providing practical 
and emotional support to 


mums-to-be). “But the 
health visitor said he was 
fine, that babies shouldn’t 
be too fat. We thought he 
was just taking after me: 
although Ian’s over 6ft, I’m 
only 5ft lin tall.” 

When Sebastian started 
school, aged 4, his small 
stature became more 
evident than ever. “He 
was the smallest in his 
whole class, smaller than 
all the girls,” adds Sarah. 

“Then, as he got a bit 
older and more vocal 
about how he was feeling, 
he started telling us that 
his legs ached; he said he 
didn’t want to play 
football because his legs 
hurt. We thought it was 
growing pains - a lot of his 
friends were having 
them.” 

Things came to a head 
on the family’s trip to 
Disneyland last year. 
Sebastian’s younger 
siblings - Flynn, 6, 

Rafferty, 5, and Violet, 3 - 
were all loving every 
moment. But Sebastian 
said the pains in his legs 
were worse than ever; in 
tears, he swapped places 
with Violet, then 2, who 
was still in a pushchair. 

“In the end she walked 
round Disneyland and he 
went round in the buggy,” 
Sarah explains. 

On returning from 
France, Sarah booked an 
appointment with the GR

another strange symptom: 
smelly breath. Sarah’s 
father had been diagnosed 
with coeliac disease, an 
inherited condition, in 
middle age - and one of his 
symptoms was halitosis. 

“I Googled it, as you do, 
and it turned out that 
tiredness, being emotional, 
being skinny, aching legs - 
they’re all symptoms of 
coeliac disease in 
children,” adds Sarah. “So 
we went to see the doctor 
and I requested a blood 
test. 

“The GP was reluctant. 
To be honest, I think they 
only did it to humour me. 
But the test came back 
positive.” 

Further tests at 
Addenbrooke’s confirmed 
Sebastian was a coeliac. 
When coeliacs consume 
gluten, it provokes an 
unwanted immune 
response in the body: in 
simple terms, the body 
starts to attack itself, eating 
away at the intestines. 

In a healthy person, the 
inner surface of the gut is 
almost frilly in appearance, 
covered in little fronds; 
known as villi, they 
facilitate the absorption of 
nutrients from food as it 
passes through the 
intestines. 

In untreated coeliacs, 
the surface of the gut is all 
shiny and smooth: under 
constant attack, the villi 
have atrophied. 

“He’d been absorbing 
hardly any goodness from 
his food,” explains Sarah. 
“If the condition is left 
untreated, it can cause all 
kinds of problems: full¬ 
blown malnutrition, an 
increased risk of certain 


cancers, osteoporosis, 
infertility...” 

There is no cure for 
coeliac disease and the 
only treatment is lifelong 
adherence to a strict 
gluten-free diet. “We 
explained to Sebastian that 
it was nothing scary, it just 
meant changing his food,” 
continues Sarah. “We told 
him that he’d have loads 
more energy and that his 
legs wouldn’t hurt any 
more and he was really 
excited.” 

Sarah says Sebastian, 
whom she describes as 
sweet, sensitive and very 
artistic, has never once 
complained about eating 
special food. But she 
admits adjusting to his 
gluten-free diet was a 
challenge for the whole 
family. 

“Buying pre-cooked 
gluten-free food is 
expensive: my shopping 
bill went up £50 a week to 
start with,” adds Sarah. 

“But nowadays I make 
almost everything from 
scratch. We’re a gluten-free 
house, so I know it’s safe 
for him.” 

Thanks to the support 
charity Coeliac UK - Sarah 
is now on the committee of 
the Cambridge branch - 
the Ockwell-Smiths receive 
a regularly updated 
handbook, listing all 
permitted foods: Kellogg’s 
Cornflakes are, for 
example, a no-no, while 
most supermarket brands 
are safely gluten-free. 

Sebastian gets the 
basics, such as substitute 
bread and pasta, on 
prescription, which means 
he can still have a 
sandwich in his lunchbox 


Coeliac: 

The Facts 

• Coeliac disease is an 
autoimmune disease 
caused by intolerance to 
gluten, a protein found in 
wheat, rye and barley 
(some people are also 
sensitive to oats). 

• 1 in 100 people in the 
UK has coeliac disease, 
however it’s estimated that 
only 12.5 percent of these 
have been diagnosed.

and his favourite lasagne 
for dinner. 

“The hardest thing of all 
is parties. He’ll go along 
and all his mates are 
tucking into sausage rolls 
and cakes and he can’t 
have any of it -1 have to 
pack him up a separate 
lunch box of food. 

“When you’re 8 you just 
want to be the same as 
everyone else. He doesn’t 
complain, but I know it 
must be really hard. When 
he goes to a party I always 
feel a bit sad.” 

Eating out is also a real 
challenge. But since 
cutting out gluten, the 
change in Sebastian’s 
health has been dramatic. 
“He’s got loads more 
energy, his legs don’t hurt, 
he’s gained weight, he 
doesn’t have the dark 
circles... He’s still a bit 
stroppy, but that’s because 
he’s an 8-year-old boy,” 
laughs Sarah. 

“If anyone reading this 
has got any of the 
symptoms, I’d encourage 
them to visit the GP and 
get checked out. So many 
people are living with this 
disease without knowing. 

“We know firsthand how 
much difference a 
diagnosis - and treatment 
- can make.”

AN extraordinary meeting of 
Cheveley Parish Council was 
held in August in order to 
consider the response to a 
planning application in respect 
of four detached dwellings on 
land south west of 2 Meadow 
Lane, Newmarket.

The proposed reduction of 
visits by the mobile library 
service from fortnightly to 
monthly was also discussed and 
it was agreed that the clerk 
should respond to express that 
as a rural parish there is a 
requirement for this service even 
if it is a reduced one. The clerk 
would ensure that the residents 
of Somerset Court were made 
aware of the variation in the 
service. 

■ Cheveley Parish Council met 
on Tuesday, September 14 and 
were delighted to welcome two 
new parish councillors: Brenda 
Johnson who would be 
representing the North Ward 
and Sheila Marvin for the South 
Ward. A vacancy remains for the 
South Ward and anyone 
interested should contact the 
clerk. 

It was reported that the grit 


bin that had previously been 
allocated to the junction of The 
Dip and Centre Drive could not 
be positioned there and, 
following a request from local 
residents, would now be placed 
at the entrance to Duchess Park 
if possible. 

Following agreement with a 
neighbour regarding installation 
of a fence on the boundary of 
his land and the cemetery it was 
agreed that, once the new fence 
had been completed, the 
remaining donated post and rail 
fencing could be sold with the 
proceeds partially off-setting the 
council’s contribution towards 
the new fence. Anyone 
interested in purchasing this 
should contact the clerk. 

The council had been 
informed that there would be 
some temporary traffic 
management arrangements in 
force in Cheveley village to 
accommodate the 
Remembrance Service on 
Sunday, November 14. The vice 
chairman, Janet Martin, would 
lay a wreath on behalf of the 
parish council. 

The fly tipping problem at the 
recreation ground car park 
continued to be a concern and 
the police were being kept 
informed. 

BT had contacted the council 
again regarding their invitation 
to adopt the red telephone 
boxes in the village, this time 
offering to leave the power 
connected to them for a while 
after which the council would 
have the opportunity to maintain 


it. It was once again decided not 
to take up their offer. 

Cambridgeshire Community 
Reuse and Recycling Network 
had sent particulars of their very 
interesting scheme Seed2Feed 
which encouraged home 
growing. Although the council 
felt unable to actively participate 
in this they agreed that they 
would become a supporter of 
the scheme and would promote 
the project where possible. 

Correspondence had also 
been received regarding the 
delivery of super fast broadband 
services. It was considered 
important to support this 
scheme which could be 
extremely beneficial to local 
businesses and residents in the 
future. Encouragement would 
be given for individuals and 
businesses to register on the 
website, at www.erebuson 
line.org.uk, to strengthen the bid 
to be put forward for the pilot 
schemes. Doing so would not 
imply a commitment to take up 
the service.

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Bad behaviour 
falls In county

A NEW survey into 
a n t i - s o c i a 1 
behaviour shows it 
has fallen by more 
than 10 per cent 
across Suffolk - and 
police have been 
praised for how they 
tackle the problem. 

The survey is cont¬ 
ained in a report on anti¬ 
social behaviour pub¬ 
lished by Her Majesty’s 
Inspectorate of Const¬ 
abulary (HMIC), the 
independent body resp¬ 
onsible for monitoring 
police performance. 

It shows 74 per cent of 
people in Suffolk who 
have reported anti-social 
behaviour are satisfied 
with the service they 
received compared with 
the national average of 65 
per cent. 

The figures show 61 per 
cent of people in Suffolk 
were satisfied with 
information provided to 
them after they called

police and 58 per cent felt 
that their call made a 
difference to the prob¬ 
lem. 

The report says: “The 
survey showed signi¬ 
ficantly fewer of the anti¬ 
social behaviour victims 
in Suffolk felt it was a big 
problem in their area 
than the national 
average. 

“In addition, the 

proportion of anti-social 


behaviour victims who 
felt it affected their daily 
routine was far lower 
than in most forces. This 
is a good result for the 
force.” 

The latest figures show 
anti-social behaviour has 
fallen across Suffolk by 
11.7 per cent. 

There were 18,851 
reported incidents bet¬ 
ween April 1 and Sep¬ 
tember 20, compared to 
21,337 for the same 
period last year. 

Suffolk’s Chief Con¬ 
stable Simon Ash said: 
“Suffolk is a safe county, 
which has relatively low 
levels of crime and anti¬ 
social behaviour com¬ 
pared to most other areas 
of the country. 

“In this context, a fall of 
more than 10 per cent is a 
quite an achievement - 
and I think it demon¬ 
strates how our officers 
are working effectively 
with their colleagues 
from councils and other 
partner agencies to get to 
the root of the problems 
which most affect our 
local communities.” 


Court threat 
over mud 

HIGHWAYS chiefs are 
urging farmers, lorry 
drivers and developers 
to leave roads clear of 
mud-orface action. 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council made the plea 
as autumnal, wet 
conditions are more 
likely to result in mud 
being left by agricultural 
and construction 
vehicles. 

The council’s roads 
chief, Cllr Mac McGuire, 
said: “Traditionally 
these next few months 
see an increase in the 
amount of mud left on 
Cambridgeshire’s 
roads. 

“We understand that 
some is going to be 
deposited when 
vehicles go on and off 
fields and building sites, 
but we are asking that 
farmers or developers 
make sure the roads are 
cleaned up afterwards.” 
He said anyone known 
to be leaving roads in a 
muddy and dangerous 
condition may have 
action taken against 
them. 

“The police can 
become involved and it 
is better if mud is 
cleared before that is 
necessary,” he added.

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Electronic device to 
monitor racehorses 


A NEW electronic device has been 
developed to monitor the 
performance and health of 
racehorses. 

Gmax, produced by Cambridge 
Design Partnership, has been 
trialled on racehorses in 
Newmarket. 

Will Bradley, project leader for 
Gmax, said: “We are developing 
technology which combines a GPS 
receiver and biometric sensors into 
a single lightweight package 
carried by the horse. 

“It eliminates human error by 
recording split times automatically. 
Speeds and times can be 
compared between horses, and 
over days and weeks as the 
training progresses. 

“This provides the trainer with 
invaluable knowledge when 
planning training regimes.” 

The equipment was also trialled 
in Hong Kong during June and 
Cambridge Design Partnership is 
involved in talks with the Hong 
Kong Jockey Club about how it 
could be used. 

The system can give a jockey 
live information about the horse’s 
performance via a wrist display or 
headset and trainers can download

the information on their computers. 

There are also applications for 
the system in endurance horse 
racing where information can be 
displayed on an interactive map to 
give spectators instant results - 
even though much of the race will 
be taking place out of their sight. 

The company, based in Toft, is 
now seeking investment to make 
the product more widely available.

HAVING already played 73 
dates across the UK and 
Europe supporting the 
legendary Joan 
Armatrading during 2010, 
Lisbee Stainton returns with 
her new single, Harriet.

The big film 


THE TOWN

BEN Affleck may be best known 
as an actor but the chisel-jawed 
leading man is steadily 
delivering his best work behind 
the camera. 

He already has an Oscar on the 
mantelpiece as co-writer of 
Good Will Hunting and his 
directorial debut Gone Baby 
Gone was a gritty adaptation of 
Dennis Lehane's novel that 
garnered numerous critical 
plaudits. 

For his second feature in the 
director's chair, Affleck remains 
on the streets of Boston for a 
taut heist thriller based on the 
novel Prince Of Thieves by 
Chuck Hogan. 

The Town is a well-crafted and 
vivid portrait of a close-knit 
community of men with a strict 
code of silence that condemns 
those whose speak out of turn to 
an early grave. 

What the film may lack in 
originality it makes up for in 
exhilarating action sequences 
and strong performances, with 
Affleck noticeably giving himself 
the least showy role and 
allowing his co-stars to chew the 
scenery. 



The film is set in Charlestown, 
Massachusetts, the one-square- 
mile neighbourhood that 
apparently produces more 
armoured car and bank robbers 
than anywhere else in America. 
Doug MacRay (Ben Affleck) is 
doomed to repeat the mistakes 
of his father Stephen (Chris 
Cooper), who is serving time in a 
maximum security prison, as 
mastermind of a team of four 
bank robbers comprising 
trigger-happy best friend Jem 
(Jeremy Renner), Gloansy 
(Slaine) and Desmond (Owen 
Burke). 

On their final job, Jem takes 
bank manager Claire Keesey 


(Rebecca Hall) hostage, 
releasing her once they are 
safely away from pursuing cops. 
Fearing that the terrified woman 
may identify them, Doug 
engineers a meeting in a 
laundrette and slowly develops 
an attraction to Claire, who has 
no idea she is falling in love with 
the man who pointed a gun at 
her head hours earlier. 
Meanwhile, FBI Special Agent 
Frawley (Jon Hamm) treads on 
the toes of Boston Police 
Detective Dino Ciampa (Titus 
Welliver) to apprehend the 
thieves and bring down money 
man Fergie Colm (Pete 
Postleth waite). 

The Town cranks up the tension 
as Doug struggles to keep his 
affair with Claire secret from Jem 
and the posse. 

Once the apparent betrayal 
comes to light, it ignites a 
powder keg of emotions that 
rocks the neighbourhood to its 
foundations. 

Affleck as director makes light 
work of the two-hour running 
time and energises the set 
pieces. 

The only surprise is how long it 
takes Affleck to reach the 
resolution we can see coming a 
mile off.

Find peace of mind, not piece of scrap 
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GARDENING 


Planting mix up with 
perfect companions 



D id you know that a 
border of lavender 
will protect plants 
from slug and snail 
invasions, or that chives help 
prevent blackspot and 
increase performance in 
roses? 

For more than 30 years, Bob 
Flowerdew, a regular panellist on 
BBC Radio 4’s Gardeners ’ 
Question Time, has observed useful 
interactions between different 
plants, how some will flourish 
together while others will fail, and 
with this in mind he has now 
penned Companion Planting, an 
invaluable little guide to the best - 
and worst - plant partners. 

History reveals that companion 
planting goes back centuries, he 
explains. 

“Darwin said that in a village 
with more old ladies, there would 
be better crops of hay. This was 
because old ladies tended to keep 
cats. More cats mean less mice. 
Mice raid and live in bumblebee 
nests. Bumblebees are the main 
pollinator for clover, more bees, 
more clover. Farmers have long 
known that you get a bigger crop of 
hay where you have more clover. 

It’s a chain of events, which is what 
ecology’s all about. 

“We commonly grow around

5,000 cultivars in our gardens. It 
would be very unlikely that not one 
affected any other one, with a leaf 
secretion, root secretion, leaving a 
root channel behind for another to 
follow, leaving leaves of a higher 
percentage of phosphate or 
calcium. 

“Over the years I’ve 
accumulated interesting snippets of 
what gardeners have observed, one 
plant getting on well with another. 
For example, I was growing crops 
in a polytunnel and noticed that 
where radishes were being grown, 
the peppers did really badly. One 
reason is competition for scarce 
resources.” 

There are ways to put this type 
of knowledge to your advantage, 
he says. 

“A good example is the 
leguminous pea and bean family, 
whose members usually create a 
fertility surplus. By interplanting 


legumes with other more 
demanding plants we satisfy the 
latter’s needs without continuing 
effort or expense. 

“So sweet peas, lupins, brooms, 
laburnums and many others help 
feed other flowers around them, 
and peas and French beans feed 
your cabbages and sweetcom. 

“Simultaneously, this mingling 
misleads and confiises pests and 
obstructs the spread of diseases.” 

However, not all plants get on. 
Some of the allium family are 
unhappy growing near some 
legumes - for example, onions 
don’t do well near beans. 

Soil types and locations are all- 
important, and you find that plants 
which have traditionally been 
grouped together tend to get along, 
he observes. 

“So you find that the 
Mediterranean bed of silver foliage 
plants is a natural grouping of 
plants which like dry, well-drained, 
sunny positions,” Flowerdew says. 
“The silvery colour is the hairs on 
the leaves which is their adaptation 
to prevent them losing moisture, 
and they don’t like damp.” 

Very few plants are choked out 
by their own seedlings coming up 
beneath them, he explains, because 
a lot of plants have learned to stop 
their seeds from germinating if 
they are near the parent. 

Many plants will benefit other 


plants by hindering pests and 
diseases, he adds. 

“Roses, for instance, are very 
prone to blackspot and aphids. If 
you grow a dense bed of 
ornamental alliums or garlic or 
chives underneath the roses, 
anecdotal evidence would suggest 
that you get much less fungal 
disease. A bed of lavender under 
the roses would keep the aphids 
away.” 

Aubergines grow well with peas 
and thymes, cucumbers like 
legumes, dill, beet and carrots but 
dislike potatoes, while tomatoes 
combine well with basil, alliums 
and nasturtiums, but not with 
lettuce and radish. 

“Planting dwarf French beans 
and cabbages together works well 
against their pests, and mixing 
brassicas with clover reduces aphid 
attacks and maintains yields. Broad 
beans significantly help main crop 
potatoes, making this another 
productive combination.” 

It’s equally important to know 
the plants which don’t do well 
together. 

“Beans and onions don’t get on. 
The crow-foot buttercup 
delphinium family seem to have 
secretions that harm other plants. 
They are very hungry themselves 
and need to be grown in blocks so 
they don’t harm other things. Very 
few things like to be near

wormwood or pittosporum, which 
seem to have exudations that are 
unpleasant to other plants.” 

Most glossy-leaved evergreens 
have substances on their leaves to 
prevent weed germination, but we 
can use these as a barrier, he says. 
If you are sowing seeds, don’t put 
them near glossy evergreens, but if 
you are growing plants they are a 
good barrier because they give off 
scents which confuse pests, and 
secretions which suppress annual 
weeds which would otherwise be

coming up. 

Spread your plants out and mix 
them up, so that a pest has further 
to go to find the next one, he 
advises. 

“To find out that you can get 10 
or 20 per cent more by putting the 
right plants together would make a 
huge difference. It’s an area we 
need to explore in the future,” he 
sayss.

And a meeting on September 23 
will see the final race of the series - 
the Joel Stakes - before the first 
British Champions’ Day at Ascot on 
October 15, 2011, which will be the 
new home of the Champion Stakes, 
the Jockey Club Cup and the Pride 
Stakes. 

Stephen Wallis, the managing 
director of Newmarket Racecourses, 
said: “Future Champions’ Day can 
become a focus of real excitement in 
the British racing calendar. 

“It promises a superb climax to the 
premier two-year-old Flat season 
and includes other races such as the 
biggest betting Handicap of the 
autumn, the totesport Cesarewitch. 

“It is a fixture befitting the Home of 
Racing, where so many future 
champions of our sport are bred and 
trained.
